There is 
a Beauty in contending for the “‘T'ruth, which every 
honeft Man mutt difcern : And in the fame Degree the 
Truths contended for are important, the Merit of main- 
taining them is apparent. fides, where one’s Coun- 
try is concern’d, and fo nearly concern'd, as undoubt- 
edly it isin our prefent Political Quarrel, there’s no- 
thing certainly can difpenfe with the Ob'igation a Man 
is under, to do whatloever feems to him ſitteſt for its 
Service. He may perhaps miftake his own Abilities, 
but if he does, the World will foon fet him right: In 
this he cannot err, that he intends to render the Pub- 
lick Service. Human Nature is fo frail, fo liable to 
be impofed upon, even after all the Precautions that 
can be taken, as that he who prefumes on his own 
Judgment is in fome Danger, while yet he who follows 
itdoes his Duty, and aéts the beft he can. The Writers 
in the Service of a certain Party talk always in the Papal 
Strain ; that is, they not only believe themfelves, not- 
withftanding they are vifibly given to change, infal- 
lible, but they anathemize all who differ with them, 
and iffue their Cenfures in the true Roman Stile, with- 
out refpeét either to Decency or Pity. This, however, 
is what the Perfon I fpeak of has never done. He in- 
clines to Reafon, but he detefts Railing. 

Perhaps the Patriot who lately mention’d him, may 
reprefent him as one of an unfit Capacity for his Service;

The Quack ridicules the Study 
of Phyfick, the Pettifogger makes a Jeft of the reading 
Lawyer, and the Enthutiaft defpifes, in right of fome 
fecret Excellence, whatever is offer'd to his Confidera 
tion by fuch as have fludy’d the Points he is but juft 
acquainted with. Refentment and ill Language there- 
fore feem fo much the Livery of Ignorance and Spleen, 
that no well-bred Patriot fhould put them on. 

The Gravity of this Anfwer is owing to the Senfe | 
have ot the Importance of the Subjeét, and not to any 
Concern at what any of thefe People can fay. If a Man 
was unworthy of Belief for having once changed his 
Opinion, what Credit would moft of our Patriots de- 
ferve ?

They tell us alfo 
from Roan, that the Suburbs towards Paris, and the 
lower Quarters were entisely uninhabited by reafon of 
the Waters. Part of the Houfes of Maubert Square in 
this City is overflown by the Seine, whofe Waters are 
enter’d into the Church of the Great Carmelites, even 
higher than in the Year1731. Above half of the Sub- 
urb of St. Anthony is drown’d, as well as great part of 
os _— of St. Germain, where a H fell down 
26th, being undermin’d by the Water, whereby 
two Perfons were kill'd, and others taken alive out of 
the Ruins.

their High Mightineffes fhall on their Part be al- 
ways vigilant in Purfuit of Meafures for attaining 
fuch falutary Views, and contribute thereto with all 
their Power.’ 
Francfort upon the Oder, Dec. 30. N.S. The King 
of Pruflia, who having !eft fome ‘l'roops before Great 
Glogaw proceeded to Lignitz, from whence he was to 
march two Days ago towards Breflaw, receiv’d theCom- 
pliments of the molt difinguifh’d Perfons in the Coun- 
try upon the Road, and gave them a moit gracious Re- 
ception, by admitting them to his ‘Table, removing 
their Fears, and conferring upon fome of them the Or- 
der of Merit.
